BRITISH DIPLOMACY SCORES 


Right Hon. Arthur Henderson, British 
foreign secretary, says the naval agree- 
ment reached by I’rance, Italy and Britain 
has averted the danger of a pavy-building 
race in the Mediterranean. it has done 
that, Europe has been freed from the 
gravest menace that has threatened it 
since the Great War, so far as the public 
are in position to judge. 

A point worth noting is that this 
agreement was not made through the in- 
tervention of the League of Nations, but 
by the direct action of a mutually friend- 
ly country in undertaking to settle a quar- 
rel between two others, Perhaps ‘too 
much has been left to the League of Na- 
tions in the past, and too much expected 
from it. The happy outcome of the Medi- 
terranean crisis shows that there is still 
room for the exercise of diplomacy, out- 
side the League and aside from its acti- 
vities. 


IRE RECORD 


THE F 
Edmonton's fire record for last year 
makes move cheerful reading than that 
for the preceding year. Only one life was 
lost in fires in the city, while the property 
damage was less than half that during 
1929, 

There is evidence in this that both the 
fire brigade and its equipment are well up 
to the mark. Though in some degree the 
better showing may haye been due to the 
mild weather which prevailed during the 
fall and carly winter months, when heat- 
gni appliances did not have to be driven to 
dangerous limits. 

A section of the report which ought to 
attract attention is that relating to the 
causes of fires during the year, Hot ashes 
started 34 fires; cigar and cigarette stubs, 
28; defective heaters and pipes, 31; and 
material close to stoves caused eight out- 
breaks. 

These fires all come under the heading 
of preventable, So also must be placed a 
proportion of the 32 conflagrations which 
arose from causes unknown. Gratifica- 
tion over the general betterment should 
not obscure the moral that there is plenty 
of room for more caution on the part of 
house-holders than they have been 
showing. 


ALBERTA HAS AN EQUAL CLAIM 


Manitoba is getting, or has got, $110,- 
Q00 from the Dominion Government to 
assist in the construction of the Manitoba 
link of the trans-Canada highway. 

A year or more ago Manitoba under- 
took to build a highway connecting the 
road system of that province with the 
highways of northern Ontario, at the in- 
terprovincial boundary, The province has 
appropriated, or is appropriating, from 
the federal relief money the cost of this 
enterprise, $110,000, supposedly with the 
consent of the Dominion Government; de- 
spite the fact that the road was under- 
taken before the Bennett Government 
came into office or the trans-Canada pro- 
ject was put in hand. 

If Manitoba is entitled to thus consider 
an already constructed provincial high- 
way to be part of the trans-Canada high- 
way, and to collect its cost from the Do- 
minion, Alberta is entitled to do the same 
in respecteof the highway between Calgary 
and Banff and the partially constructed 
highway from Edmonton to Jasper Park. 
One or other of these roads—or both of 


them—will necessarily be part of the 
trans-Canada highway system, and the 


Dominion ought to pay for them since it is 
paying for a completed stretch of high- 
way in another province.

Today the C, P. R. is vastly more than 
a western concern; more éven than a na- 
tional concern, It is an international rail- 
way system, and an Atlantic steamship 
company, and a Pacific steamship com- 
pany, with all the allied facilities for 
carrying on a transportation service half- 
way around the world. But whatever the 
company means to Canada, or means in 
international trade, western Canada was 
the cause of it being brought into exist- 
ence, and through the development: of the 
west the pioneer railway project gained 
the credit that made its splendid present 
possible, 

The company came into being on Feb. 
16th, 1881, under letters patent, when 
with a capital of $25,000,000 and a 25,000,- 
000-acre land grant, it was given the task 
of implementing the promise upon which 
Confederation was built and of linking 
the eastern provinces with British Colum- 
bia; and, incidentally, of opening up to 
settlement and cultivation the great area 
of unpeopled prairie that lay between. The 
first sod was turned on May 2nd in the 
Same year, and the last spike driven in 
November of 1885, 

Travellers passing through Winnipeg 
may see opposite the offices of the C. P, 
R., a diminutive locomotive of those far- 
off days, the old “Duchess of Sutherland,” 
preserved as a fitting memorial of the 
coming of the railway to the prairies. 
Comparing this with the giant which now 
hauls his train across the plains and the 
mountains, the observer may see a strik- 


ing mechanical , representation of the 
phenomenal expansion that this great 


Canadian enterprise has achieved during 
the intervening half century.

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Health and Diet Advice

DISTRIBUTING THE BURDEN OF ELIMINATION 


Many prople write in to me and say, “Please te)) 
mo the quickest way to get well.” My reply to this is 
usually, “Stop interfering with health and open up 
your channels of elimination,” 

There are a few diseases which are caused by 
mechanical interference with health, such as an acdi- 
dent, injuring a vital organ or causing the pressure 
of bones on nerves or blood vessels, Growths may 
also cause a mechanical obstruction of blood vessels. 
Projapsed organs may interfere with elimination. 
These may ail be termed mechanical causes of dis- 
ease. More treqeuntly, however, One finds the 
chemical causes of disease in an unbalanced chemis- 
try in the body, or toxins and poisons. 


Mechanical troubles often have to be corrected 
with treatments or surgery. Chomical-unbalanced 
dls “5s have to be treated dietetically, One imust 


consider that the food material of the entire body, 
and all of the chomicals which it contains, enters 
through only two channels—as food and air through 
the mouth and Jungs, If the wrong kind of chemicals 
or wrong amounts of them are taken in through these 
channels a diseased condition may result, 

It is also important to remember that all of the 
cells of the body are constantly throwing off waste 
products of various types. If these waste products 
are not eliminated quickly enough, a slow or quick 
poisoning may result, greatly lowering the resistance 
of tne body or causing actual death, 

The body has been endowed by the Creator with 
four channels of elimination—the lungs, skin, kid- 
neys and bowels. If any one these organs is not 
functioning properly or is overworked, some of the 
toxins which it should eliminate become stored up 
in the body and must either be eliminated by the 
other organs or seriously affect the health. When 
one of the eliminative organs becomes diseases the 
reasonable thing to do is to remove some of its bur- 
den, If the kidneys aye overworked it is wise to in- 
crease the activity of the skin so that some of. the 
poisons may be thrown off in this way, If the liver 
is overworked one will always find that the bowels 
ave not functioning properly, that poisons are being 
absorbed from the intestines and carried up the portal 
circulation juto the liver. The sensible thing to do 
would be to assist the elimination from the bowels 
whenever the liver becomes overworked, If the lungs 
become diseased it is important to increase the eli- 
mination through the other channels, such as the 
skin, kidneys, and bowels. This is a fundamental 
principle of treatment which is cf inestimable value 
in almost any disease where a vital eliminative or- 
gan is affected, Try to increase elimination through 
the other climinative organs and try to regulate the 
diet so that there is only a minimum of waste pro- 
ducts to be eliminaied, This regime gives the af- 
fected organ a chance to recuperate, 

It is the height of folly to make @ tubercular pa- 
tient take deep breathing exercises. The sensible 
thing to do is to increase the elimination through 
the bowels, skin, kidneys and restrict the diet in 
such @ way that the lungs will have very little work 
to do, A traveller would not load the weakest pack 
animal with the heaviest burdens, It ts important to 
remember that the same principle applies to the body, 
Give the weak organs a rest by placing more of the 
burdens of living on the strong organs.

He had no very high opinion of the beauty of 
French women, which has by many others been high- 
ly praised, 

“I don’t remember ever haying seen a pretty coun- 
try girl In France, but plenty of ugly ones,” he said.

We Hope by this to lift the quality 
of the stude t body greatly, and to 
make the mere fact of being in the 
junior and senior classes itself a 
sign of distinction, 

We give every high school grad- 
uate a chance at the educational 
facilities of the university for t,o 
years, but we reserve the facilities 
for four years for only those stu-

tional goodwill, The era of platitudes 
and hypocrisies must soon come to an 


Decent citizens, at an infinite risk to their own lives, and to the saiciy of their hoop-skirted and bonnetted 
wives and their constantly-increasing families, arose in protest. 


Eighty years ago we had a Vigilance 
Commi. tee in San Francisco, 

San Francisco was a string of 
settlements then—Yeerba Busns, Mis- 
sion Dolores, Tuckertown, El Presidio.

FOOT BEAUTY

The important point to remember 
in selecting shoes 1s, first of all, that 
they must be comfortable, A shoe 
which is too short is perhaps the 
worst of all, Select a shoe which 
makes it easy to walk gracefully with 
the toes pointed straight ahead, While 
shoes should fit the arch snugly, 60 
as to give proper support, they must 
allow ample room for the toes to pre- 
vent ccrns and bunions 

Those who have trouble with thelr 
feet often find that next to being 
fitted perfectly the greatest help is 
changing shoes and hose several umes 
during the day. This is particularly 
true of the home woman who finda it 
necessary to be on her feet a large

One Faction Favors Local 
Firm—Another Would 
Split Job Up 


With one faction in favor 
awarding the city’s entire 1931 pav- 
ing contract to the Crown Paving 
Company and the other side desiring 
to split the contract, two-thirds to 
the Crown Paving Company and 
the remaining third to the Com- 
mercial Cartage Company, affillat- 
ed with the  Jeneral Construction 
Company, of Vancouver, the finance 
committee reached a deadiock at a 
special meeting Friday afternoon. 
The matter will now go before coun- 
cil Monday night without recom- 
mendation. 

The Commercial Cartage Company 
submitted a low bid of $303,141.50, 
while the tender of the Crown Paving 
company, which has successfully car- 
ried out the city’s paving program for 
three years past, was $427,029, 
FAVORS CITY FidM 

In view of the fact that the Crown 
Paving Coi.pany had proven its abil- 
ity by past performances while this 
would be the Commercial Cartage 
Company's first paving venture, Ald. 
Herbers —aker moved that ihe enure 
contract be awarded to the Crown 
Paving Company. 

Ald. Dr. F. A. Keillor moved in 
amendment that the contract be split, 
two-thirds to the Crown Pav.ng Com- 
pany and one-third to the Commerciai 
Cariage Company, in view of the faci 
that this firm was affiliated with a 
re. nine paving concern, the Gen- 
eral Construction Company, Ald. A. G 
Gainer said he would support the 
nmendment if Ald. Dr, Keuior would 
make it fitty-fifvy, but finally agreed 
to the Crown Paving Company getting 
two-thirds of the work Ald, D. K.

With the committee deadlocked, Ald.

father,” the General Construction 
Company of Vancouver, He said that 
Mr. Boyd or Major Taylor had never 
apoocred at the city hall before the 
tenders were submitted, 

He said he was not relying solely on 
the fact of his being a local firm to 
get the contract, but pointed out that 
values counted more in paving work 
than merely the price of the tender.
